As the RHS Hampton Court Flower Show returns, Will Gore meets the 
exciting designers who have created stand-out gardens at this year's event 


T his year’s RHS Hampton Court Palace 

Flower Show is shaping up to be every bit 
as colourful and spectacular as regular 
visitors have come to expect. It takes 
place from 8-13 July and attractions include a 
Plant Village with 20 stands to browse, an orchid 
display and a Growing Taste marquee featuring a 
vast selection of freshly grown, edible produce. 

There will also be a number of show gardens 
on display, with many of them designed by 
emerging stars in the gardening world. As well as 
nurturing wonderful plants, the RHS Hampton 
Court Palace Flower Show cultivates green¬ 
fingered young talent too, so let us introduce you 
to a few gardeners to look out for... 

JACK DUNCKLEY 

Aged just 21, Jack Dunckley is 
something of a gardening 
sensation. He exhibited his first 
garden at Malvern aged just 14 
and has since been awarded 
seven Royal Horticultural 
Society Medals, and is the 
youngest ever winner of a medal 
at the Chelsea Flower Show. 

At this year’s Hampton Court 
show he’s gunning to go one 
better and secure a gold medal 
with his Journey Through 




RACHEL PARKER SODEN 

Those who have attended the flower show at 
Hampton Court for the sedate charms of an 
English garden might be in for a bit of shock 
when they happen upon Rachel Parker Soden’s 
garden. Part of the Conceptual Gardens display, 


Retirement garden, designed in collaboration with 
his sponsor Just Retirement. ‘It’s a walk-through 
garden with visitors going on a journey through 
different stages of life. You end up at the 
‘retirement’ stage in a tranquil pavilion 
setting with a beautiful vista looking back 
on where you’ve travelled from,’ he 
explains. 

Jack has made regular 
appearances on TV, popping 
up on Gardeners ’ World , 
the BBC’s Hampton 
Court coverage 
and alongside his 
gardening hero 
Alan Titchmarsh. 

‘I was always 
inspired by Alan and 
going on his show was one of the 
greatest things,’ he says. ‘He is ever so down to 
earth and he is one of those people who comes 
across on TV exactly how he is, it’s not an act.’ 
Follow Jack’s progress at justretirement.com/flowershow 
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which this year takes the seven deadly 
sins as its theme, Rachel’s garden is 
inspired by the sin of lust. Her design 
explores both the beauty of flowers and 
their function to reproduce, an 
exploration that takes place within a 
‘brothel setting’ complete with red 
lights and neon signs. 

‘I liked the idea of 
the RHS show visitor 
becoming a voyeur 
on the sex life of 
plants, and the idea 
of confronting 
people with the 
garden,’ she 
explains, with a 
laugh. ‘I’ve gone 
quite cheeky and 
it’s quite 

provocative with the garden 
becoming a red light district, with 
lots of red plants.’ 

Rachel admits her garden 
might be too grown up for some of the youngest 
visitors to Hampton Court but she says the flower 
show does a great job at catering for the next 
generation of gardeners. ‘The Conceptual 
Gardens at Hampton Court give young people 
the chance to engage in something that’s artistic 
and cool, rather than just being set up like a 
suburban garden.’ 

The festival is a home fixture for Rachel, 35, 
who lives just down the road from the Palace, 
and it also happens to be the place where she 
studied garden design with KLC in 2012. Since 
completing her studies, she has established her 
own garden design business with clients in 
London and the Home Counties.

Like Rachel Parker Soden, 
Amanda Miller, 27, is exhibiting 
a Conceptual Garden at this 
year’s show, and the sin she’s 
picked to bring to life is pride. 

She decided she would use 
her garden to present pride’s 
double meaning, aiming to show 
both it’s positive and negative side. At one end of 
the garden there will be an artwork that 
depicts people constricted and blinded 
by pride, while at the other end the idea 
of pride being about freedom and a 
celebration of who you are will be the 
central theme. This bright side will be 
shown through lots of plentiful, free 
planting of colourful flowers. 

‘I always wanted to do a garden that 
represented gay equality and this is the 
perfect opportunity to do it thanks to the 
sponsorship I’ve had from Stonewall 
and the grant that is given by RHS,’ she says.The 
Conceptual Gardens challenge the boundaries of 
what a normal garden is. As a designer you have 
the space to create a bit more and tackle 
controversial issues, targeting a specific 
audience.’

TV hit show Fargo has shown us a different 
side to Martin Freeman. The Londoner 
talks about embracing his dark side 


M artin Freeman is not a 
particularly flamboyant 
individual or actor. Yet 
his list of roles is 

impressive when you consider their 
impact on the popular imagination. 

Though filmgoers may know him 
best for slaying ores as Bilbo Baggins 
in The Hobbit, Martin was already 
famous in the UK for having played 
Tim, Ricky Gervais’ foil in The 
Office, long before he began helping 
solve crimes as John Watson in 
Sherlock, the hit BBC series 
co-starring Benedict Cumberbatch as 
Holmes. Now he’s starring as the 
downtrodden Lester Nygaard in the 
highly acclaimed TV adaptation of 
Fargo, the Oscar-winning Coen 
brothers’ classic. ‘When we meet 
Lester, he’s a 40-year-old man who has been pushed around 
for most of his life,’ Martin explains. ‘He’s in a loveless 
marriage. He’s henpecked, to say the least. He’s not brilliant 
at his job. He gets a lot of life thrown at him and he doesn’t 
deal with it very well.’ 

Produced by the American F/X network and shot in the 
cold climate of Calgary, Alberta, the series co-stars Billy 
Bob Thornton as the low-life career criminal Lome Malvo, 
whose chance meeting with Nygaard sets in motion a series 
of grim events in the unsuspecting town of Fargo. 


It was precisely the ugly side of 
Nygaard that appealed to Martin who 
has been trying to extend his range as 
an actor and distance himself from his 
perpetual ‘nice guy’ image. ‘You want 
to do different things and you want to 
challenge people’s perceptions of 
you,’ he nods, ‘and you want to 
challenge your own work and your 
own perception of what it is you do. 

So, certainly, the overt dark side of 
Lester was something very attractive 
to me. People don’t associate me with 
being a killer! ’ 

The TV version of Fargo has been 
warmly received, even by die hard 
fans of the film who expressed their 
doubts when details of the show were 
first revealed. Even more transfixing, 
arguably, is Martin’s rather convincing 
Minnesota accent. ‘You have to be careful not to be 
condescending or patronising,’ he says on nailing the voice. 
‘You need to walk a fine line and I was concerned about not 
taking comic liberties with the manner or the accent of the 
character. I was careful not to patronise these people whom 
even most Americans are probably unfamiliar with in terms 
of how they speak and interact.’ 

He admits taking the role wasn’t a straight-forward 
decision, but taking the plunge was all down to his actress 
wife, Amanda Abbington. ‘When I got to the scenes where I > 
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the big interview 



knew it was me and Billy Bob, they were fantastically 
written scenes. I kicked it around in my head and I showed 
the script to my wife, and she told me, “You’ve gotta do it. 

It’s so good”. And so I did it.’ 

Fargo is yet another huge tick in what’s becoming a 
hugely successful CV - and in this industry, there’s no 
getting away from the fame that comes with it. 4 It’s not 
something I was ever seeking,’ Martin says, ‘and of course I 
understand that it’s the nature of this business that with 
success comes recognition. It can be pleasant to have people 
acknowledge your work and express their appreciation, but 
sometimes the attention can be difficult to bear and I admit 
I’m not good at that sort of thing, I like having my little 
world to myself, and for my friends and family.’ 

Martin’s ‘little world’ revolves around Potters Bar, where 
he lives with Amanda and their two children, Joe and Grace. 

‘We live there because it’s so close to town,’ he says. ‘That 
is one of the main things that 
appeals so much. I can get 
into town for work or to shop, 
but I can escape that busyness 
and get home where there are 
fields and a bit more 
tranquillity.’ 

Does he have particular 
London loves? ‘I love clothes 
and I have a couple of tailors 
that I go to in London, John 
Smedley and Mark Powell,’ 
he reveals. ‘If it was up to 
me, I would make everybody 
in London wear a three-piece 
suit, no matter what they were 
doing or what the weather 
was like. That would make 
everywhere a bit nicer, 
wouldn’t it? I also love the 
style of North London people. 

This may sound crazy, but you can

South London road, just as you can Jr o 

ten east from west. The people something that takes in the history of London 

match that.’ 

His affinity to the capital found 
the perfect partner when the role of John Watson came 
around. ‘That was one of the best things about Sherlock,’ he 
enthuses, ‘the whole London aspect of it. Aside from the 
story, that really appealed to me. It is so exciting to do 
something that takes in the history of London, the artistic 
side of the City. We got to explore the thing that is so 
pivotal to the City and it made the experience even 
more special.’ 

Even if, again, he wasn’t sure about taking on the part. 

‘I wouldn’t have played in it if I hadn’t felt we were doing 
something unique,’ he insists. ‘I thought it was very risky to 
try to update Sherlock Holmes, but I was willing to discuss 
it. The problem was that the day I met the people who were 
doing Sherlock, I was feeling stressed and irritable and I left 


One of the best things about Sherlock was the 


the impression that I wasn’t that anxious to do it. The next 
time I went in I read some scenes with Benedict and that’s 
when I saw that our rhythms were naturally suited.’ 

A third series will come for Sherlock, and then there’s the 
conclusion to Martin’s Hobbit adventure - and a West End 
run where he will be taking on one of the biggest baddies in 
history, Richard III. He promises a different take on the 
much-vilified King at the Trafalgar Studios run starting 
this month - just another role to add to that hugely 
impressive CV.

American food has come a long way since the days of 
Stallone, Schwarzenegger and Planet Hollywood 


I t all happened so fast. In the flip of a rare- 
breed, hand-minced burger, topped with 
bacon jam and wedged in between two 
billowing brioche buns. One moment 
American tucker was pure grease-soaked 
sustenance; the next, it’s reborn with a revamp. 

Stop for a moment, anywhere in the capital, 
and breathe deep. What do you taste? Noxious 
petrochemicals aside, it’s Cajun spice and buffalo 
sauce, drawn butter, Zatarin’s seafood rub and 
the seductive whiff of mesquite. We’re now a 
city in thrall to high end, edible Americana. 

Back in the day, the choice 
was strictly limited. On the plus 
side, you had the Hard Rocks, 

Maxwell’s and Texas Lone Stars, 
endearingly ersatz creations 
where the food at least attempted 
to replicate the burger joints, 

BBQ shacks, burrito houses and 
diners of the United States (albeit 
with very limited success). 

Now, though, at long last we’re 
getting to grips with the sheer regional variety, 
the lip-smacking breadth, of real American food. 
It never ceases to annoy me when dullards bang 
on about American food being simply sloppy 
processed muck. What about the clam bakes of 
New England, I want to scream, the crawfish 
boils of Louisiana? And BBQ, ‘meat and three’, 
Cajun and Creole, Cali-Japanese, and Tex Mex 
(the real thing, not that hideous pastiche on 
which we grew up). Had I the space, I could 
break into a fevered paean as to the sheer 
glorious diversity of those 50 great states. God 
bless her indeed. 

But back to London. And yes, I know, dude 
food has outstayed its welcome. It’s everywhere, 
like a processed cheese and chilli slathered, pit 
roasted, deep fried bore. But the fad will pass 


and we’ll be left with the true 
gems, the dishes that deserve to 
linger on forever. Buffalo wings at 
Meat Liquor; proper pulled pork at 
Pit Cue in Soho; mac and cheese 
spring rolls at Far Rockaway in 
Shoreditch; spicy ox cheek 
doughnut at Duck and Waffle in 
the City; sublime hot dogs at 
Bubble Dogs in Fitzrovia; shrimp 
and grits at Jackson and Rye in 
Soho. The list goes on and on. I’ve even heard 
great things (from Jay Rayner, a man who knows 
his butt from his bark) about the BBQ at The Big 
Easy, that old Chelsea stalwart. New smokers, 
and a much respected American barbeque king, 
have been drafted in to offer Londoners real 
smoked food. 

And now things are moving ever upwards. 

Avenue, in St James, deals in all sorts of upscale 
clam chowders and Reuben sandwiches. I’ve yet 
to eat there, and reports are mixed, but with 
openings like 160 Degrees Fahrenheit in West 
Hampstead (from the team behind Pied a Terre) 
and The Lockhart, just behind Marble Arch,

O nce known endearingly by 
her family as ‘small pork’, 
author, chef, restaurateur, 
TV personality, pig 
fanatic, mother, dubbed by The 
Independent ‘caterer with a 
conscience’ Allegra McEvedy has 
west London in her genes.

second site south of the river. Just for 
good measure, Allegra guffaws that a 
friend of her daughter counted 72 
porcine decorations in the house! 

It’s clear that family matters deeply 
to Allegra. Almost as much as food, 
and the two are intangibly connected, 


hence her latest book Big Table, Busy 
Kitchen , which is dedicated to both 
her late mother and her daughter, and 
celebrates the potent culinary bond of 
cooking with mother and passing on 
recipes. Like many of the best ideas, 
it arose from a disaster. One of 
Allegra’s most prized possessions was 
a tatty seventies recipe scrapbook 
belonging to her mother, arranged 
under headings like hors d’oeuvres and 
baking (Victoria Sponge and Apple 
Snow were her childhood favourites) 
which was ‘a good way to keep my 
mum in my life, a brilliant cook, who 
died when I was only 17.’

INGREDIENTS 

8-10 thin slices of Parma ham 
big knob of butter 

4 juicy pears (the shorter, fatter kind) washed, 
cut into 8 wedges and cored 
400g mixed leaves (any mix of rocket/ 
radicchio/ltalian leaves works well) 

2 tbsp white balsamic or white wine vinegar 

3 tbsp extra virgin olive oil, plus a splash more 
80-1 OOg pecorino (the aged one), thinly sliced 
or shaved 

Salt and pepper 


METHOD 

I Put a wide frying pan over a medium-high 
heat and fry the slices of Parma ham on 
each side (in two batches) until crispy and 
smelling scrummy. 


2 When the first lot is done, take it out and 
drain on kitchen paper while you get the 
next lot in. 


3 When all the ham is crisped, melt the 
butter in the pan and chuck in all the pear 
wedges. Once they have warmed through, 
turn the heat down a bit and cook for about 
5 minutes with a grinding of pepper, until the 
pears are sweet and softening around the 
edges, but not falling apart. 

4 Put the leaves into a big mixing bowl, and 
dress with the vinegar, extra virgin olive oil 
and some seasoning. Chuck in most of the 
pecorino and all of the pears along with their 
juices and give it a good fumble with your 
paws. 


5 Share this between the number of plates/ 
people you have, then top each one with 
some crispy ham, broken up a bit, and the 
last of the pecorino.
